-WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 31.

The Debt 


The debt which Britain in- 
curred in 1946 was for two pur- 
poses: (1) $3,750,000,000 to pro- 
vide dollars to buy goods from 
the United States and (2) $650 
n.illion to settle Britain’s dut- 
standing debt to the U.S. on the 
wartime lend-lease arrange- 
ments. 

Marshall aid to Britain ended 
in 1950. t i 

From that time on the dollar 
aid which has been provided has 
been related exclusively to the 
joint ense effort. The object 
has to cover marginal dol- 
lar purchases, sb that Britain 
may undertake a larger defense 
effort than she could otherwise 
manage. 

Besides the annual repayment 
of the 1946 loans, Britain has 
been making, since 1952, regular 
half-yearly interest payments on 
the Marshall aid loans, totaling 
over $8 million anhually. 

Meanwhile, Britain has made 
@ strong effort to pay her way 
in dollars by. increasing her 
dollar earnings through exports 
As a matter of interest, in 1953 
her exports to the United States 
were $450 million. But in 1953 
Britain’s imports from the United 
States were. $711..million. There 
is, of course, a real need for 
Britain to export more goods to 
the dollar area, and it is her 
earnest hope that barriers im- 
peding exports to the United 
States will be progressively 
lowered.

Drought, Segregation 


Elections in Headlines

Georgia was kicked around by the weather—a dis- 
astrous 100-million-dollar drought and a series of death- 
dealing tornadoes—split by the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
ruling on segregation and subjected to a summer-long 
siege of politics with nine candidates stuthping the state 
for governor ... all in the year 1954. 


Murder, martial rule and a falling meteor in the 
neighboring state of Alabama set off reverberations 
which shook Georgia with varying degrees of intensity 
in what was, news-wise, one of the busiest and, in some 
respects, bawdiest years in history. 

The 10 top news stories of the year, picked by the 
news staff and listed more or less in the order of the 
greatest impact on the greatest number, shows what 
happened to Georgians in the last 12 months. 


1. The drought, a July-to-October spell of searing 
dry davs and nights which economists say took a toll 
farmers won’t recover from for five years or more.

Talmadge Asks for Drought. Relief 


Of all the dramas, large and small, which were 
played out in Georgia during the year '54, the drought 
was the most far-reaching. Gov. Talmadge, anpealing 
to President Eisenhower for ‘aid, asked™ thai all 159 
counties be declared disaster areas. From July 26 and 27, 
the last time showers fell generally over the state, to 
mid-October, Georgia was assaulted by a searing sum- 
mer sun with no relief. 


By November federal relief machinery was in 
operation with loans going out to hundreds of. Georgia 
tarmers and hay and feeds being shipped in from the 
Middle West.

Albert Patterson, 59-year-old Phenix City lawyer, 
who ran tor the post of Alabama’s attorney general and 
won on a “‘Clean Up Phenix City” campaign, was shot 
to death as he left his Office and approached his car in 
an alley the night of June 18. 

Gov. Gordon Persons, grimly promising Russell 
Countians, “This is the end of the line for Phenix City,” 
sent 75 picked Natiénal Guardsmen into town.

Meanwhile, Georgia had weathered a seething sum- 
mertime debate on segregation and was preparing to 
vote Nov. 2, on the private school amendment. When the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling outlawing segregation came 
May 17, Georgians received it with outward calm. Négro 
leaders said they anticipated no difficulties, but that “this 
historic transition should take place with a minimum of 
friction and ill will.” 

But on election day Georgians went to the polls and 
adopted the amendment by a margin of 29,340 votes.

Sen. McCarthy’s feud with the United States Army 
and his condemnation by the United States Senate was 
the biggest news story of 1954. A real melodrama of 
politics with dramatic scenes off the main stage wings, 
it Was given an added twist near year’s end with the 
Wisconsin senator’s open break with President Eisen- 
Hower. 

The Supreme Court’s decision that racial. segrega- 
tion in. public schools was unconstutional was ranked 
the second biggest story of the year by editors in the 
annual Associated Press poll, but it didn’t come close to 
harvesting the emotions and headlines devoted to Mc- 
Carthy and his battles. 


The Army hearings starred McCarthy and Joseph 
Welch, attorney for the Army.

Like the God Janus, We Look Forward 
And Backward on This New Year’s Day 


January is named for Janus, the god 
who had two faces, one looking back- 
ward, one looking ahead. 

Janus set the style for Jan. 1. On that 
day mankind looks backward and then 
faces the New Year, hoping that he and 
his world may accomplish more in gen- 
eral, and that individually man. may find 
more spiritual satisfaction and greater 
progress toward the goals of world peace 
and all the things wrapped up in the 
phrase so often on the lips of soothsayers 
and prophets, that much-hoped-for “bet- 
ter world.” 

Looking back, we can remember the 
by-gone years in which we looked ahead 
with greater fear even than now. As 


1947 drew to a close, for example, we 
were mightily afraid of war. We had 
learned, to our sorrow, we were unpre- 


pared. Two years later we were looking 
back at the dreadful beginning of the 
Korean War. whitch. wag, alespite “all the 
howlings ef the foolish ones, a great war 
in which we did our duty and met Com- 
munist aggression head-on and stopped it 
from a great forward step in a well- 
planned scheme to take over and domi- 
nate all Asia. 

We have, so far, avoided a great world 
war. Korea is one of the major reasons for 
that fact. As we, Janus-faced, look to 
the future, we can think hack on the rows 
of white crosses marking the Korean dead; 
and on the wounded in the hospitals, and 
thank God for them and the others of 
our nation who have by their efforts in 
other ways helped keep the West- 
ern world and part of Asia from the 
tyranny of communism’s ideology and 
methods. 

Looking toward 1955 there are many 
signs that the great war, so long feared, 
is pushed further. and further away. 
That is because of Korea and our grow- 
ing strength. It is true because of our 
high taxes and the fact we have assumed 
leadership, though reluctantly so. 

The war of this, and the years ahead, 
is likely to be one of ideas instead of 
guns. This solemn fact is one we have 
been slow to implement with our own 
powerful ideas. It is necessary we do 
plunge into the war of ideas—and of 
economics,

Here in Georgia, as winter makes one 
of her famous last appearances, one of 
several before she is done with her tradi- 
tional seasonal capriciousness, we know 
that for us, in our latitude, not only is

If We Must Import. 
We Must Export, Too 


President Eisenhower has _ indicated 
that the questions of liberalization of 
tariffs and extension of the reciprocal 
trade program will be major objectives of 
the administration in the new ‘congres- 
sional session. There are signs there will 
be many bitter battles before the program 
finally wins approval. 

To maintain and to increase the Ameri- 
can standard of living, there will have to 
be a huge increase in both our imports 
and exports in the next few years. That is 
a simple basic fact based on surveys by 
experts. 

Only two years ago we received the 
first shipment of iron ore from Venezuela. 
Just this year the first iron shipment came 
in from Labrador. By 1970, say these ex- 
perts, we'll be importing 40 per cent of 
all our iron. 

We are almost totally dependent today 
on foreign sources for manganese, chrome, 
tin, nickel and uranium. We are having to 
increase imports of petroleum, bauxite, 
lumber, zinc and other commodities that 
are running short. All along the line the 
prospects for increased imports are cer- 
tain. 

In order to pay for these imports, we 
must export manufactured goods. Unless 
trade barriers are broken down on a re- 
ciprocal basis, the United States will find 
itself with an unfavorable trade balance 
in a matter of a few years. 

In addition, trade restrictions limit our 
own investments abroad. This, in turn, 
calls for more gifts of taxpayers’ money 
to help the underdeveloped countries to 
ward off communism. 

There is every argument for a con- 
tinued liberalization of our tariff program, 
not the least of which is our own long- 
term economic welfare. It affects the 
pocketbooks of each and every one of us, 
not just special groups and interests.

Georgia now has a total of 6,600 man- 
ufacturing planfs—third in the South and 
13th in the United States in the number 
of such plants in operation. 

The Georgia total is exceeded only by 
those of North Carolina and Texas in the 
South. In the nation, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Michigan, Missouri, Ohio, Wisconsin and 
California are the other states that sur- 
pass us. 

The U.S. Department of Commerce’s 
Bureau of Business Economics also re- 
veals that along with growth of manufac- 
turing, the number of new businesses has 
increased in proportion. The state ranks 
third in the South in that category, too, 
with 7,300 new firms in operation. The 
total number of businesses in operation 
has reached a total of 75,000. 

Surprisingly as it may seem, the manu- 
facture of' lurhber and lumber products 
is the state’s principal industry. Second 
‘in numbers is food processing—with a 
total of 800. Textiles accounted for 600 
plants. 

The figures are revealing in that di- 
‘versification is becoming a fact in Geor- 


gia industry. Development of manufactur- 


ing is following a pattern of utilizing the 
state’s basic resources. Land resources are 
being merged with industrial production 
in bringing a anced economy to the

Of Watch and Wait 


The year 1955 will be a time of weighing and 
waiting in Georgia politics and government. Po- 
| it is an off-year. 
bernatorial or statehouse elections to tear the state asunder. 


There will b@ no gu- 
There 


vill be no presidential election to send Georgians out after Demo- 


cratic 


nominations or more power in Republican circles. 


There 


will be city elections here and there, but on a statewide basis Georgia 
will be idle insofar as political campaigns are concerned. 


The 40-day session of the Legis- 
lature will be the only major meet- 
ing of a political nature during 
the entire year. It opens Jan. 10. 

The year will be a time for 
watching and waiting by the peo 
ple. They will be weighing a 
brand-new state administration, 
the first new one in six years. They 
will be watching to see if the new 
administration can’ live up to its 
campaign promises, as crises be- 
gin to mount. 

The new administration will be 
weighing the crises and waiting to 
see what can be done about them. 

Finances and segregation will be 
the two big problems of 1955. They 
are not new problems. They have 
been the major problems of state 
administrations in the past. The 
administration of Gov. Herman 
Talmadge solved its financial prob- 
lem by temporarily hiking taxes 
on gasoline, liquor, beer, wine and 
cigarettes — and then finally en- 
acting a’ sales tax. This put the 
state on a higher standard of liv- 
ing which is tough to try to main- 
tain. 

As Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin 
takes over, his administration will 
have a time trying to maintain 
services at their preserit level. 

Aside frem that problem, how- 
ever, the major state agencies are 
in need of additional funds. There 
is the need either for another mil- 
hon dollars worth of prisons to care 
for the increasing prison popula- 
tion — or an additional appropria- 
tion of $300,000 to create a state- 
wide probation system to relieve 
overcrowded prison conditions. 

There is the promise of adding 
50 more troopers to the State Pa- 
trol to reduce traffic deaths — that 
will cost $250,000. 

There is the pledge to launch a 


rural road building authority, 
which, although it will. be financed 
over a long-range plan, will cost 
about 15 million dollars annually 


in payments. And, there is the ne- 
cessity of putting up additional 
millions annually to match new 
federal aid for highways. 


The cost of welfare pensions and 
putting the Eugene Talmage Me- 
morial State Hospital into opera- 
tion will take more millions. 

Then, the state has its schools. 
The common schools need 12 mil- 
lion dollars more to finance the 
“minimum” program — they 
haven't even put a price tag on 
the ‘‘adequate’’ program vet. The 
Regents are asking an additional 
13 million dollars to care for an 
“‘adequate”’ program. 

State Auditor B. EF. Thrasher Jr. 
has told the legislators and ad- 
ministration they must decide 
whether they want to curtail state 
services or increase taxes. Gov.- 
Elect Griffin is pledged against 
new taxes. That means the ad- 
ministration will watch and wait 
this year to see what happens be- 
fore facing the problem in 1956. 

The year 1955 will give the peo- 
ple an idea of the magnitude of 
the other problem — segregation. 
The United States Supreme Court 
is expected to write out its final 


decision in segregation cases now — 
pending. The Legislature now has . 


power, under a newly passed Con- 
stitutional amendment, to® scrap 
the public school system and go 
io a private system, if necessary, 
to try to preserve segregation. 
But, if a decision hits Georgia, 
the ‘state administration will try 
everything else before resorting 
to the ‘‘private school” plan.

Report Suggests Reds Let Vishinsky Die 
In U.S. to Forestall Any Purge Rumors 


WASHINGTON—A report has been received by 
the State Department suggesting that the Soviet 
doctors or diplomats in New York who cared for 
Ambassador Andrei  Vishinsky 
may have deliberately let the old 
Soviet warhorse die. 

The report is based partly on 
the assumption that it was better 
from Moscow’s point of view to 
have Vishinsky die in the United 
States rather than in Russia 
where his death would have 
caused embarrassing rumors of a 
purge. 

It is also based on the fact 
that Vishinsky was a known car- 
diac, was 70 years old, and was 
worn out from his UN work. Any similar patient, 
suffering a heart attack, would have been rushed 
to a hospital. Vishinsky wasn’t. He was kept on 
Soviet premises and without the advantage of 
tmodern American medical. attention, considered 
the best in the werld. 

Incidentally, Vishinsky had mellowed a bit and 
was getting along much better with American 
and British delegates than in the old days. United 
States diplomats tell of one instance where Vishin- 
sky unwittingly interrupted an embarrassing 
French-Britisn argument. ‘ 

Premier Mendes-France was sitting in the 
UN delegates’ lounge with Britain’s chief delegate, 
Anthony Nutting. They were. arguing heatedly, 
when Vishinsky came ambling up to them. Anxious 
not to let the Russian overhear an Allied quar- 
rel, Nutting steered Mendes-France to an isolated 
corner and resumed.the argument. Some other 
French diplomats gathered around.

Secretary of Agriculture Benson recently an- 
nounced that his department would start buying 
concentrafed orange juice for the school lunch 
program. This announcement caused some specu- 
lation as to just why the kiddies were to get 
orange juice for the first time in history. 

Most obvious conclusion was that this was 
an effort to support the price of oranges, which 
dropped from $3.02 per box in September to 
$1.32 in November. However, in November of 
1953, oranges sold for an even lower price, $1.24; 
and the 1947-49 average for November was $1.23. 

Therefore some politicians figured there was 
another motive. 

In fact, they remembered that long before 
Benson was secretary of agriculture, he was sec- 
retary of the National Council of Farm Co-ops— 


one of the biggest members of which is Sunkist. ' 


So some politi¢ians thought he might be buying 
orange juice to help his old friends in the co-op 
council. Actually, however, Sunkist, a California 
outfit, would not benefit too much from govern- 
ment purchases of frozen orange juice. Most of 
the California ordnge crop has been marketed, 
and almost all frozen orange juice is made in 
Florida. Also, Benson has not helped other co-op 
friends, such as the dairy farmers, when they 
needed help worse than the orange growers.

When Benson's flexible farm support program 
was under attack in the Senate, Spessard. Holland 
of Florida was one of his few strong Democratic 
supporters. The junior senator from Florida, 
George Smathers, was also a flexible price man, 
as was Rep.

Diets come and go. And so 
do pounds. The result? Pounds 
do more coming then going.

The best diets are those that 
are followed. That is, if it’s a 
same dict. 

“These fad diets, if followed, 
would result in malnutrition 
and deficiency diseases,’’ warns 
Miss Myra Reagan, Director of 
Nutrition Unit of Material and 
the 
State Department of Health. 

The egg diet, the all-meat 
one, nothing but bananas and 
milk, lamb chops and lettuce, 
and a sweet before meals, the 
most recent fad diets to pass 
our fancies, are the most diffi- 
cult of all to follow since they 
are inadequate and starve the 
body nutritionally. 

A sane diet according to nu- 
tritionists is one that is ade- 
quate so far as daily require- 
ments are concerned with a 
moderate amount of high calory 
foods cut down but not elim- 
inated. 

Are more people dieting than 
ever before” 

‘‘More, people are. talking 
about it,”’ says Mrs. Reagan.
